Ihe Report on Retrenchment. 

The report of the Congressional com- 
mittee on retrenchment is said to present an 
appalling amount of mismanagement, mal- 
feasancé, peculation, corruption and yi.l- 
lainy on the part of a large portion of the 
clerks of the Treasury Department, those 
particularly whose functions are more or 
less political. The Department is declared 
to be a mass of rottenness and crime. It 
is what years of Radical power and dom- 
ination have made it. Radicalism has set 
its own image and superscription upon it. 

Radicalism has borne sway at the seat 
of Government for eight years. Possessing 
all power, it has left no portion of it un- 
used. It has endeavored to turn the whole 
to partisan aceount and suceceded. Near- 
ly all of the present clerks of the Treasury 
Depariment were appointed during the 
fitful administration of President Lincoin, 
and at the instigation of the bitter and sel- 
fish Radical partisans who controlled or in- 
fluenced him. A multitude of clerks have 
been in the Department for yeats, and are in 
it now, who were put into it forno other rea- 
‘gon and with no other object than that 
they might prostitute their positions to 
the dccomplishment of base political ends, 
and these ends, not the honest discharge of 
public duties, they have kept steadily in 
view, committing all sorts of irregularities 
and rascalities that seemed to hold out to 
them a promise or even a chance of suc- 
cess in the pursuit of their guilty designs. 
The Treasury Department, as hitherto ad- 


ministered, is as much an engine for the | 


generation of corrupt propelling powers 
and influences as a locomotive is for the 
generation of steam. 

We have good reason to feel assured that 
President Johnson, had he not been rude- 
ly and factiously interfered with by an un- 
patriotic and exasperated Congress, would 
have purified the Treasury Department as 
well as the other departments of the Gov- 
ernment. But the privilege of purifica- 
tion or reform was not permitted to him. 
There were hundreds of employes in the 
Treasury building whom Radicalism had 
introduced there for its own uses, and 
whom it wished to keep there for its own 
uses. So the tenure-of-office law was 
enacted. Thus the hands of President 
Johnson were bound. He was President 
only in name. He beheld, all around him, 
the wriggling and bloated grubs and mag- 
gots of corruption fattening upon the sub- 
stance of the people, but he had no power 
to disturb them in the enjoyment of their 
feast. He was guiltless of the base objects 
to which the Executive prerogatives, 
wrenched unconstitutionally from him, 
were devoted by a Cuugress backed by the 
armies of the country. 

The Radicals of Congress find themselves 
compelled now by various reasons to make 
extensive changes in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and they no longer endeavor to hide 
but rather incline to expose the villains and 
villainies that they have, by the exercise 
of their power, been protecting for so many 
miserable years. Whether their changes 
will be reforms remains to be seen, but the 
prospect cuunot ve considered flattoring 
Thus far, the general plan or principle of 
appointments under the Grant administra- 
tion has had, in some important respects, a 
worse and more repulsive look than any- 
thing of the kind under any former admin- 
istration ever had. Odious elements of of- 
ficial action, almost novel, have been in- 
troduced and seem to have become estab- 
lished. New sets of agents of corruption 
are probably to operate in the Treasury 
and other departments and to a certain ex- 
tent for new sets of employers, but we ex- 
pect no increase of good or decrease of evil 
to the nation, With the new operatives 
will no doubt come new modes and forms 
of political and personal wickedness and 
mischief.

“The vinter season at the Opera House is

It is like a child, ca 
pricious, and will none of it; so the poor 
actor, vexed and weary, passes out ot sight, 
choosing a gait that is anything buta 
strut. Alas, poor ghost! 

Tis one of the sad reflections that rise 
irresistibly to one’s heart as he looks into 
the beautiful world of fancy from the 
dress-eircle, that this season, which, to all 
the outside world, is most inviting, must, 
from the nature of the case, be gloomiest | 
to the actor. The rosy spring, holding | 
high above her as she comes blooms and 
verdures for the rest of us, brings to the | 
player only a useless wreath of idleness. 
He looks into the summer and sees not | 
forest trees and wild flowers, but sheer va- 
cancy. ; 

Ail life which is devoted to art must suf- 
fer much. That which interprets the passion 
of others can hardly tail to feel it intensely 
in itself; but among artists the actor has the 
hardest lot. His is a profession in which 
success is exceptionable. There are ten 
good painters, ten good sculptors, ten good 
writers, ten good musicians, where there is 
one really good actor; yet the sensitive ar- 

tistic temperament is perhaps as generally 
acute among actors as with any other class 
of men and women. Then the stage is al- 
most universally misunderstood. It is iso- 
lated from the larger world of thought and 
action; it comes out, like the mazic flower 
of the Arabian fable, only by night; and it 
is seen in gold and scarlet. Those who 
behold its fantasies do not follow it beyond 
the foot-lights; do not penetrate behind the 
side-ccenes; do not see it denuded of its 
tinsel and clad in its common apparel. It

' San Domingo. 

They are discussing at Washington the 
annexation of San Domingo to the United 
States. Mr. Banks’s resolution to that effect 
is expected to be reported at once by the 
House Committee on Foreign Affairs, and

The Spanish Revolution. 

The Spanish revolution, which is rep- 
resented to have been going on for months 
though with very little appearance of ac- 
tivity, has been much commended and ad- 
mired for the comparative absence of blood- 
shed and violence. But, if very little has 
been accomplished by violence, nearly as 
little seems to have been accomplished in 
any way. A profligate Queen, too intent 
upon her own personal pleasures and en- 
joyments even to attempt the exercise of 
much tyranny over her people, hag been 
sent out of the realm, and the clerical par- 
ty has been humiliated, but this, so far as 
we can learn, is about all that has been 
done, and nobody seems as yet to know 
whether it is for good or for evil. Isabel- 
la’s suecessbr in the rule of the kingdom 
may or may not prove himself a better 
ruler than she was, and the tyranny of the 
army may-or may not be more beneficial 
or Jess injurious to the Spanish people than 
the tyranny of the church was, but we 
must wait some time, nobody knows how 
long, before we can render an enlightened 
opinion upon these matters. Many 
expected, when the revolution in 
Spain was announced, that she would not 
again be a monarchy. Men dreamed of 
republican institutions in Castile and Arra- 
gon. But no signs or portents of anything 
of the kind are visible: The Spaniards 
seem to have no settled purpose and not 
much of an unsettled one. They don’t ap- 
pear to know what they want, if indeed 
they want anything. By theirnew consti- 


| tation, if it be sustained, Spain will be a 


hereditary monarchy, very much the same, 
politically and religiously, that she was be- 
fore the revolution moved over her, and 
worse off financially than she has ever 


| been. Steadfast in nothing else, she will 


probably remain steadfast to the worst of 
her old traditions. 


Redistribution of the Currency. 

A bill will be discussed in Congress dur- 
ing the present week to redistribute the 
national bank currency. The present dis- 
tribution is scandalovsly une jual and un- 
just. The West and the Northwest have 
not a quarter of their proper share; the 
South has next tonore at all. The North, 
especially New Engtand, has almost a mo- 
nopoly. As soon as the subject of redis- 
tribution began to be agitated at Washing- 
ton a strong delegation went on’ from 
Massachusetts to persuade Congress not to 
Withdraw a dollar of currency from their 
section for the benefit of any other, and 
they are still at their posts in the capitol 
working with all their might against the 
rectification of the palpable, inexcusable 
and most shameful wrong that exists. 
We should have no hope of even the 
slightest measure of justice to the West 
the Northwest, and the South, in regard to 
this matter, were it not that citizens of all 
these sections, influential Radicals in and 
out of Congress, find themselves con- 
strained to demand to a certain extent the 
recognition of the rights of their people.

Education in England. 

On the 19th uit. Mr. J. A. Fronde, the emi- 
nent historian, was installed as rector of the 
University of St. Andrew’s, in the library hall 
of St. Mary’s College, in presence of a large 
assemblage of students and the public. Upon 
the cecasion he delivered @ long and able 
address upon the subject of education, which 
is replete with wisdom and sound advice. 
The method of study he advises‘and the briil- 
jant examples he gives of the advantages of a 
practical education, combined with a certain 
degree of culture, are most happily put. The 
address is one of the most remarkable of the 
day, and, like the learned Hozley’s on the 
“*physical basis of life,” and Beesley’s famous 
lecture before the trades union in May last, 
which was published in the Fortnightly Re- 
view for February, has created a profound 
impression in England and this country. 


IL. 
Cuba, 

It seems Dulce is getting tired of his no- 
quartcr policy, and has written to Cespedes, 
the rebel General, that he wants to stop the 
flow of blood. Cespedes has acknowledged 
the receipt of the Captain General's not:, and 
says: “I deplore as much as your Excellency 
the destruction of all the elements of wealth 
existing in this privileged island through the 
effects of the war which the Liberators of 
Cuba are waging; but it is not my fault, your 
Excelleney, if at the present time a war of ex- 
termination is declared against us for the only 
reason that we have raised on our native soll 
the banner of liberty. I have already resorted to 
every means for the purpose of avoiding re- 


| prisals, but the Spanish chiefs who have 


been, and still are, operating in this depart- 
ment and inthe Central, in their vanity and 
unqualified pride, have absolutely ignored my 
communications and persisted’ in burning 
everything in their way, destroying planta- 
tions, slaughtering domestic animals, and 
leaving their carcases upon the highways, and 
We 
have met these acts by setting fire with our 
own hands to our own homes, to show men 
who have no regard whatever for the practices 
which in all places govern civilized warfare 
that we shall spare no sacrifice to secure the 


| desired eud of the campaign we bave ¢ntered 
; Mpon. TI repeat, therefore, that neither my- 


self nor the army which I command Is to be 
blamed if the Cuban revolution shall destroy 


_ the -elemente of wealth possessed by this 


country.” 


III. ‘ 
“The Great Danger of the Republic.” 
Mr. E. Darwin Smith has written a very 
readable article for the April Galaxy upon 
this subject. ‘In the history of mankind the 


question is yet to be determined, whether the | 


Republican government can be long maia- 
tained over a populous and largoly extended 
countiy.’’ He argues that the extent of the 
country and the multifarious interests of it 
endanger the peace of the country. “The 
surest way, therefore, to maintain our Na- 
tional Government, and to perpetuate it, is to 
make and keep it for the interest of all our 
people, in every State, to give it their honest 
and faithful support. It must rest, ultimately, 
upon the interests and affections of the 
people. Nothing can be worse for our 
people than to accustom them to look 
away from themselves and their home 


stantly, for help and assistance to do for them 
their own proper work. ° Let the American | 
people alonc, under the protection of wise and | 
equal general laws, and their industry, activi- 
ty and enterprise, fostered by State laws as 
need be, will work out for themselves and the 
nation a glorious destiny. The great cxtent 
and newness of the country, the importance 
of opening- every part of it to settlement, and 
of promoting the largest and freest inter- 
course and intercommunication among the 
people and facilitating internal trade, make 
the subject of the construction of works of in- 
ternal improvement by the general govern- 
ment, and upon what principles, one of great 
public consequence.”’

The True Relation «f Capital and Labor. 

In a late number of the Fortnightly Review 
is the famous lecture of Professor Beesley, of 
England, before the Trades Union, in which 
practical co-operation and the true relation of 
employer and employed is very ably discuss- 
ced, In the course of his remarks he says that 
“human society might arrive much nearer 
perfection, both moral and material, if there 
was notso much hard work to be done. It 
must be done by some; and those to whom it 
falls to do it will inevitably havc a less pleas- 
ant life than others. But though to annul or 
entirely alter the influences of the world ex- 
ternal to ourselves 1s beyond our humble 
powers, we can generally either modify them 
to some extent, or, what comes to the same 
thing, modify ourselves to suit them, if only 
successive generations of men address them- 
selves wisely to the task; just as an in- 
dividual may preserve his health in a 
pestilential climate, though he can do 
little or nothing to alter the climate. And 
80, though there will probably always be much 
to regret in the workman’s lot, we may look 
forward to improvements which will give him 
a considerable amount of comfort and happi- 
nees. I will enumerate some of these which 
we may reasonably expect will be reached 
when present struggles are over, and when 
employers and workmen alike have learnt to 
ehape their lives and conduct by the precepts 
ofa rational religion. Employers, though 
exercising their own judgment and free <ac- 


tion in their industrial enterprises, will never | 


forget that their first concern must be, not | 
the acquisition of an enormous fortune, but , 


the well-being and comfort of the laborers

dependent on them. Hence there will be an | 


end of that reckless-speculation which sports 
with the happiness and even the life of work- 


men and their families—displacing them here, | 


massing them there, treating them, in short, 
flicts of industrial competition. We shall no 
longer see perioGs of spasmodic energy and 
frantic over-production first in one trade, 
then in another, followed hy  giut- 

markets, commercial depres- 
sion, and cessation of employment. 
For capital being concentrated in compara- 
tively few hands, it will be possible to em- 
ploy it with wisdom and foresight forthe gen- 
eral good; which is quite out of the question 
while the chieftain of industry aré a disor- 


ganized multitude, swaying to and froin the 


markets of the world as blindly and irrational- 
ly as astreet mob at a fire, Thus the work- 
man will be able to count on what is more 
precious to him than anything e)se—steady 
emp!oyment, andan income which, whether 
large or small, is, at all events, liable to 
little fluctuation. The demoralizing effects of 
uncertainty in this respect can hardly be over- 
rated. Large numbers of workmen at present, 
from no fault of their own, lead as’ feverish 
and reckless .an existence as the gambler. 
When this state of things ceases, we may 
look forward with confidence to a remarka- 
ble development of social and domestic virtuc 
among the working class.’’ 5

Every opponent of reconstruction in 
both houses of Congress; voted in favor of 
counting the electoral votes cast under the 
new State Governments of Georgia and Louis- 
jana. All efforts of the opponents of the re- 
construction policy are now ted to ob- 
taining the control of the new State Govern- 
ments rather than to their overthrow. All 
flaws in their inception are thus cured by the 
broad fact that they are the only governments 
in abe oe in full operation and recog- 
nized by all departments ot the Government. 
It is ihe: Ao to inquire Into the cause of this 
change; why the new State Governments were 
not universally recognized six montns . 
and why they are so recog now, especial- 
ly as the cause is wtll known. It is enough to 
say that the Court of Appeals will hardly be 
impracticable enough to say that these seven 
States have no legislatures, Unless they say 
so the amendment is ratified.

A Married M. D. Elopes with a Milesian 
Exile. 


They Get int a Peck of Trouble. | 


On the 284 of February last a lady and a gentle- 
man, ostensibly man and wife, entered the De- 
Pauw House, New Albany, accompanied by two 
boys aged respectively about thirteen and fifteen 
years. The entry on the register shows that the 
gentieman—at least a gentleman in exterior ap- 
pearance—entered the name of “Dr. P. B. Hoyt 
apd wife,”’.but failed to indicate where they had 
come from. Oapt. Bentley gave them quarters in 
room No. 47, where the party of four put up 
and remained during the following week. Dr. 
Host is Known to some of our citizens as a | 
man of about forty, well built and tolerably | 
good looking. The reputed Mrs, Hoyt was uncom- | 
monly handsome and fascinating in manners; 
yet at the same time mild and modest in ber be- 
havior. They either told the guests or intémated 
very strongly that they were lately married, the 
Doctor having been a widower, and his ostensible 
wifea widow. The youngest boy was theson of 
Mrs. Hoyt, the oldest that of Dr. Hoyt. Every 
member of the famiiy was well dressed, and their 
trunks indieated that they were all pretty well 
fixed... During their stay at thesDePauw House 
they demeaned themselves in a quiet and 
orderly manner, and made decidedly a good im- 
on everybody. No one had the least 
idea of their true status, 

The so called Mrs. Hoyt stated to Mrs. Bently 
incidentally, that she had recently come from 
England a young widow, and had been engaged 
for seme time tn a fancy store in Cincinnati, but 
subsequently went to an interior town tm Ohio 
where she was taken sick, and the physician 
called In was the veritable Dr. P. B. Hoyt, who 
wes 60 -very attentive and frequent in his yisits 
that she became hopelessly involved in debt to 
him, aad knew of no better way of paying the 
debt than to marry him, and that she married 
him as a compensation for his professional ser- 
vices. 


After a stay of a week, Dr. Hoyt and his pre- 
tended wife left the De Pauw House, paying his 
bill promptly, and leased a two-story frame house, 
a very nice dwelling, on the south side of Main 
street, in New Albany, between upper Fourth and 
upper.Fifth streets, which he is said to have fur- 
nished nicely and comfortably. They lived in 
that place as man and wife, visited the neighbors, 
bought groceries of the store on the corner, and 
paid for them. The grocery man yesterday 
seemed quite forlorn at having lost so good a 
customer. The doctor was of the homeopathic 
school, and immediately put out his sige as phy- 
sicilan and surgeon. He also advertised. Anda 
the house of Hoyt seemed to be in the ascendancy. 
Everything moved smoothly on. Mrs. Hoyt made 
ber visits, the boys played in the streets, made 
acquaintances. te A saw any objection, but 
feonacht them respectable and clever neighkbor.; 
but suddenly and unexpectedly on Tuesday 
mornipg there was a stir in the house of the Mes- 
eulapian. Furniture was being packed, carpets 
taken up, trunks putin readiness for travel, and 
the caravan moved on. The neighbors did not 
know what to make of the sudden migration of 
their very quiet and respectable neighbors. 
Where they have gone nobody but themselves 
knows. Some say they have gone back where 
they live and others say not. 

Now we come to the point fn this narrative that 
throws some lighton it. Mrs. Hoyt stated to a 
gentleman but a day or two previous to her sud- 


very respectable confectioner in Belfast, Ireland. 
Some years ago an officer in the British navy be- 
came enamored of her, and they eloped. Two 
children were born, when her husbaad was call- 
ed of to China. She came to America. What 
was her reason for doing thisshe did not state.
